Joan Rivers, perhaps best known to younger fans as the 
star of El’s “Fashion Police,” made a living making fun 
of just about everyone for just about any reason. 

An outspoken advocate of the plastic surgery that 
gave her her unnaturally preserved appearance. Riv- 
ers died Thursday after suffering cardiac arrest during 
an Aug. 28 outpatient procedure on her vocal cords at 
a clinic in New %rk. She had been on life support for 
several days. 

“My mother’s greatest joy in life was to make peo- 
ple laugh. Although that is difficult to do right now, I 
know her final wish would be that we return to laugh- 
ing soon,” her daughter (and “Fashion Police” cohost) 
Melissa said in a statement. 

Her willingness to do almost anything to break 
into— and then stay working in— show business led to 
a career spanning five decades. 

“I was smart enough to go through any door that 
opened,” Rivers told Terry Gross in an interview on 
NPR’s “Fresh Air” in June 2012. 

With the catchphrase “Can we talk?” Rivers found 
fame as a stand-up comedian and TV host before be- 
coming a bestselling author, director, playwright and 
actress as well as a regular on reality TV and a celebrity- 
bashing fashion pundit. 

She also had a Web series, “In Bed with Joan,” and ap- 
peared as a guest on Fouis C.K.’s FX comedy “Fouie.” 

“I feel very lucky that I knew Joan Rivers and I feel 
very sad that she’s gone,” he wrote. “It really {bleeping} 
sucks that she had to die all of a sudden.”

After the 1987 suicide of 
her husband and manager, 
Edgar Rosenberg, Rivers was 
left several million dollars in 
debt.

Rivers turned her 
interest in fashion into “Live 
from the Red Carpet,” which 
ran from 1996 to 2004 on 
the E! Network. That led to 
BBBSwhereshe 
mercilessly skewered celeb- 
rities’ wardrobe choices.

The irony that a “routine surgery on her 
vocal cords” led to her death would not be 
lost on Rivers, who was never at a loss for 
words. 

I certainly hope her funeral wishes are ful- 
filled, including a paparazzi spectacle, Meryl 
Streep crying in five different accents and 
long, flowing Beyonce hair. Just please, God, 
whatever you do, don’t let Giuliana Rancic 
take over “Fashion Police.”

LOOP TRAGEDY 


Mother of 2 killed when 
crumbling facade stone 
falls off historic church

Sarah Bean was just a few blocks from her 
South Loop home Thursda}^ walking to lunch 
with her boyfriend before starting a late shift 
at Lurie Children’s Hospital. 

Several stories above, a piece of decorative 
metal came loose from the outside wall of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, a century-plus- 
old architectural jewel that in recent years 
had been hit with a number of building viola- 
tions. The metal fell and knocked off a chunk 
of stone from a gargoyle jutting from a corner 
of the church’s southeast tower. 

The stone hit 
Bean, 34, squarely 
on the head as she 
walked along the 
sidewalk outside the 
church, killing her 
almost instantly ac- 
cording to officials 
and witnesses to the 
noontime tragedy 

Her boyfriend, Lance Johnson, fell by her 
side, screaming and holding his hands to his 
head, said Broderick Adams, who watched 
from his fifth-floor apartment across the 
street before running out to help. 

“I saw that crack on her head and thought, 
‘She’s definitely dead,’ ” said Adams, tracing 
his Anger from his forehead to the back of 
his head. 

Bean was taken to Northwestern Memo- 
rial Hospital, where some family members 
gathered. 

“She was a beautiful person,” said Bean’s 
older brother, Michael Willis, at the hos- 
pital’s emergency room. “This is not good. 
This is not something you expect, at all.” 

The church, a Gothic revival structure at 
1936 S. Michigan Ave., built in 1874, failed a 
string of inspections between 2007 and 2011 
for violations including failing to remove ob- 
struction from building exits and failing to 
maintain an interior stairway system in safe 
condition, according to the city’s Buildings 
Department. 

The building passed inspections in 2012 
and 2013, according to Buildings Department 
spokeswoman Mimi Simon and records.

A representative for the church’s congre- 
gation could not be reached Thursday for 
comment. 

Willis, Bean’s brother, said she was a moth- 
er of two sons, a fourth-grader and a college 
freshman. Johnson was their father, and she 
and Johnson had decided a few months ago 
to marry after years of being together and 
raising their children. 

“She was finally going to get married,” Willis 
said, remembering how his sister always main- 
tained a positive attitude. On Facebook, she 
went by the name “Sarah Smile.” 

Bean had worked at Lurie for about seven 
years, in her most recent job providing tech- 
nical support for nurses in the pediatric in- 
tensive care unit. She was scheduled to work 
Thursday evening, said Julie Pesch, a Lurie 
spokeswoman. 

Police and city officials were continuing 
their investigation.

Esurance picture 
of lewd billboard 
was photoshopped

A photo of an Esurance billboard that was 
circulated on Twitter this week with what 
appeared to be a crude reference was pho- 
toshopped, a company spokesperson and 
the source of the photo said. 

The billboard near the Ogilvie Trans- 
portation Center, at Canal and Randolph 
streets, featured the insurance company’s 
name and appeared to read, “Cover your 
home in a dick.” But a company spokes- 
man said the photo was doctored and 
emailed RedEye a photo of what he says 
the billboard read all along: “Cover your 
home in a click.” 

Danny Miller, spokesman for the com- 
pany said by email Thursday that all the 
billboards had been taken down July 24, 
and the photo in question was “clearly 
photoshopped.” 

When reached for comment Thursday, 
Thorne Brandt— whose Instagram ac- 
count was the source of the original pho- 
to-admitted it was a doctored photo he 
made as a joke. 

Brandt, who said in an email he had 
been away from social media for a few 
days, said the doctored photo— which 
took about 30 seconds to alter— was the 
last thing he posted before bed Tuesday 
night. He said he didn’t notice the picture 
was getting so much attention until co- 
workers began sharing articles about the 
photo on social media. 

“My initial reaction was to be upset for 
not receiving credit, but then I realized 
that it was most likely not a malicious or 
plagiaristic act,” he said in an email.

Wis., Ind. marriage bans 
totally implausible*: judge 


A US. appeals court judge known for his out- 
spoken views described arguments by Wis- 
consin and Indiana defending bans on gay 
marriage as “totally implausible” on Thursday 
in a ruling in favor of same-sex couples. 

Judge Richard Posner, appointed by Re- 
publican President Ronald Reagan in 1981, 
wrote the unanimous decision on behalf of 
a three-judge panel of the Chicago-based 
yth US. Circuit Court of Appeals. The court 
ruled against the bans. 

The unusually swift decision, issued just 
more than a week after the court heard oral 
arguments in two different cases, does not 
take immediate effect and is unlikely do so 
until the US. Supreme Court weighs in dxxr- 
ing its coming term. 

The arguments advanced by both states in 
defense of the bans were “totally implausible,” 
wrote Posner, 75, the panel’s lone Republican

But the thing that’s been a 
question about Jay Cutler throughout 
his entire career has been his consis- 
tency, his leadership and his 
intangibles. 

When you look at it, some 
players do feel the expectation 
to live up to their contract, 
some players get their contract 
and they feel like they can re- 
lax, and some players, they have a down 
year because it’s like, ‘Hey I worked my 
butt off and I got paid, now I can go 
out here and relax because I’m going to 
get paid regardless.’ {And} some players 
go out to prove that they’re deserving 
of a new contract— they want to get 
paid even more.” 

2. Some players go out of their way 
to draft themselves on their fantasy 
teams: 

True and false 

“For me in fantasy football when I was 
playing {in the NFL], you’re not going 
to draft a fullback. I would look to 
see if my name was on the list, which 
it was, but I wasn’t going to draft me 
because I know I wasn’t going to get 
20 or 30 carries a game. Yeah, I would 
get some goal line touchdowns, but 
you’re better off getting a player 
that’s gonna have the ball in his 
hands the majority of the game. I 
would say in my situation, {I would 
not draft myself}. But if I was 
Matt Forte, then yeah I would 
draft myself because if you’re go- 
ing to bet on somebody why not 
bet on yourself?” 


3. The Bears offense must average 
30 points per game to win the divi-

“I’m going to out on a limb and say 
this defense will get better with the 
additions of Jared Allen and Lamarr 
Houston. I really think Houston’s go- 
ing to be the {Bears’ defensive} MVP 
because i) he’s a young guy and can get 
after the passer, and 2) he plays the run 
really well and that’s something people 
in Chicago haven’t been paying atten- 
tion to.

4. If the Bears lose to Buffalo, they 
don’t deserve to make the playoffs: 
False 

“Teams are still trying to find their 
identity They’ve played four preseason 
games, but you look at the starters and 
they haven’t had ample time to play 
Some teams jell faster than others. 
Buffalo may come in and on paper 
we should beat them, all the book- 
ies in Vegas feel like the Bears should 
win this game easily, they’re heavily 
favored. But you’ve still got to go out 
there and play the game. If they do 
lose, they may get booed off the field, 
and the fans have every right because 
it’s the home opener, but at the end 
of the day you’ve still got 15 games 
and Buffalo’s not a division opponent, 
so it’s not really going to mean that 
much.

ONE-OF-A-KIND CHICAGO HOMEBREW 
CLUB EYES NATIONAL SPOTLIGHT

Walk down an industrial stretch of Hubbard Street just west of Western Avenue 
and look closely at a storefront between a shuttered coffee shop and an unremark- 
able warehouse. You might notice an open door. Over the clank and roar of the 
trains pulling into the Western Avenue Metra station half a block away, a few bars 
of music might drift out from the doorway On a Saturday, you could hear bottles 
clinking or the sound of a heavy pot being heaved onto a stove. It doesn’t look like 
it from the street, but inside, something special is brewing. 


T his is C.H.A.O.S. Brew Club, a 

three-year-old homebrew collective 
that is— according to the American 
Homebrewers Association— the only of its 
kind in the country The Chicago Home- 
brew Alchemists of Suds has what members 
of most other homebrew clubs could only 
dream of: ownership of its own brewing 
space. The narrow, garage-style building at 
2417 W Hubbard St. houses four brew bays 
that members can reserve through an online 
scheduling system. Each bay is outfitted with 
the pots, mash tuns and tools an amateur 
brewer needs, and C.H.A.O.S members have 
access to a temperature-controlled fermen- 
tation room and lagering refrigerator. That 
shared equipment is a huge draw for avid 
homebrewers with small apartments. 

“I had been homebrewing in my apart- 
ment, which is maybe 600 square feet with a 
small sink and a normal stove. When I heard 
there was a club where I could brew in their 
space instead of having to clean this {grain} 
stuff out of my floor and have my girlfriend 
complain about the smell of hops all day the 
appeal was pretty obvious,” said Jamie Phelps 
Proctor, 32, of West Town, who has been a 
member of C.H.A.O.S. since 2011. The club 
has 75 brewer-level members who pay $26 
each month for 24/7 access to the equipment, 
as well as 34 apprentice-level members who 
pay $45 every three months and may only 
brew on the equipment while supervised. 
Additionally the club has 79 friend-level 
members who pay $21 every three months to 
attend classes and parties at C.H.A.O.S. and 
receive discounts at more than 30 Chicago 
homebrew shops and bars. 

For some, it’s access to the physical space 
that’s the draw But members say they also 
value the skill-sharing aspect of the club.

“I really liked the camaraderie of all the 
beer geeks in one area, and the tidbits of 
knowledge you take from watching them 
homebrew,” said Eli Espinoza, 34, of West 
Lawn, who joined the club in 2011 and is now 
a professional part-time brewer with Bridge- 
port’s Marz Community Brewing. Though he 
had never brewed before joining C.H.A.O.S., 
Espinoza says he picked it up quickly with 
other members’ help. “I did my first all-grain 
beer shortly after joining the club and I was 
always a part of somebody else’s brew. I’d 
be one of those guys who would stop in and 
bring a bunch of beer for people, then jump 
in with their brew and they’d teach me about 
the style.” 

Espinoza isn’t the only homebrewer- 
turned-professional to come out of the club: 
co-founder Dave Williams is now the head 
brewer at Horse Thief Hollow in Beverly 
former C.H.A.O.S. brewer Ed Nash recently 
opened Arclight Brewing Company in Michi- 
gan and two other C.H.A.O.S. vets also brew 
with Marz. 

But not every member has professional 
ambitions. For some, it’s just about becoming 
better at a hobby 

‘All of us are at all different levels, but 
everyone is really supportive. I love that 
we’re social and educational,” said Nancy 
Rockwood, 38, of Ravenswood, secretary of 
C.H.A.O.S. and a member since last year. 
Rockwood said she brews once or twice 
a week, usually “really weird” beers such 
as a blueberry-basil saison and a peppery 
kolsch that’s meant to mimic the flavors of a 
bloody mary

Members have plenty of opportunities to 
share and critique each others’ beers at one 
of the club’s quarterly parties or sitting at the 
bar located in the brewhouse’s front room. 
That bar, by the way, is a solid, dark wood 
specimen donated to C.H.A.O.S. by the 
Chicago-based Heineman Bar Company— 
and valued at about $50,000. 

Because the club is a registered 501(c)(3) 
nonprofit as of last year, donations to 
C.H.A.O.S., including equipment, are tax- 
deductible. Plenty of the club’s gear has come 
from donations or loans from members, 
including a Blichmann Engineering Tower of 
Power three-tiered brewing system that only 
the most experienced brewers are allowed 
to use. The club delivers on its non-profit 
mission by emphasizing education through 
classes and workshops, which recently have 
covered topics from yeast propagation and 
maintenance to brewing with spices. 

“We’ve really taken education seriously” 
said club president Ken Getty 34, who lives 
in Lyons. “It’s the core component of our 
501(c)(3), and we found out that it’s really what 


brought a lot of people to our meetings.” 

Since its founding in 2011, the club has 
moved locations twice as membership has in- 
creased. Its expansion has tracked alongside 
increased interest in craft beer in Chicago, 
but Getty said he also sees C.H.A.O.S. as a 
product of DIY culture and the rise of the 
sharing economy 

“Recently homebrewing has started 
trending younger. I think it’s indicative 
of the makerspace movement as a whole. 
Younger members don’t want to own a 
[brewing] pot because they know they’ll 
only use that pot twice a month,” Getty 
said. “It’s part of a generational shift where 
people just realize it makes more sense and 
costs less money the way we’re doing it. It 
made sense to a lot of people in urban areas, 
like ridesharing does.” 

Despite being run completely by volun- 
teers, most of whom have full-time jobs, 
C.H.A.O.S.’ organizers hope to do even more 
in the coming year. Select beers brewed by 
members will be on tap at Gino’s East in 
River North once the pizzeria’s brewing 



equipment is fully installed, offering the Chi- 
cagoans a chance to taste what C.H.A.O.S. 
can brew But Getty expects the club’s repu- 
tation to expand beyond city and Midwest. 

“My number-one goal is to be the national 
homebrew club of the year [at the National 


Homebrewers Conference},” Getty said. ‘A 
lot of people within our club share that goal. 
Next year the convention is in San Diego, so 
hopefully we go down there and come back 
as the club of the year.”

Then again, 
as Maury (John C. 
Reilly) says to Zach 
(Dane DeHaan) after 
Maury’s daughter/ 
Zach’s girlfriend Beth 
(Aubrey Plaza) arrives 
from the grave, “She’s 
back; who cares 
why?” 

Written and 
directed by “I Heart 
Huckabees” co-writer Jeff Baena, “Life After 
Beth” maintains that light, tilted perspective 
throughout 83 minutes that wouldn’t be ill- 
served by being seen at midnight, a few beers 
in. Even if you see it mid-day and sober, it’s 
still a funny and weird showcase for DeHaan’s 
(“The Amazing Spider-Man 2”) effortless 
appeal and a chance for Plaza to go bonkers, 
CGI-free. 

After the loss of his girlfriend, Zach at 
first takes comfort in hanging with Beth’s 
parents — a scene of him getting high with 
Maury is smartly downplayed, coming off 
as a bonding moment instead of a derivative 
lunge at laughs. Then Beth returns and Zach’s 
emotions are all over the place; should he 


tell her that she died or just savor a chance to 
say things he never said and be close to the 
woman he loves? Even if she now bizarrely 
prefers attics and smooth jazz and gradually 
demonstrates certain zombie-like traits. “I 
want to eat your face off” is far from the worst 
sweet-talking in relationship history 

Eor no reason, it takes a long time for 
anyone in “Life After Beth” to recognize the 
warning signs that a zombie apocalypse may 
be afoot. It’s like “Shaun of the Dead” if the 
characters’ obliviousness also was meaningless. 
The film takes too long to reaUy take off, likely 
a function of a limited budget and narrow 
focus on a few people instead of city wide 
mayhem. The latter isn’t always better, but this 
time added crazy would’ve helped. 

Not that I minded much. “Life After 
Beth” seeks a tweaked kind of closure while 
recognizing that moving forward never quite 
feels normal in the first place. As Zach’s old 
friend, Anna Kendrick takes what could 
have been a contrived part and creates a few 
charming, quirky scenes that match perfectly 
with the movie’s offbeat (and minimally 
violent) tone. Her involvement: always a plus.

Pointless and creepy 



All swash and no 
buckle, “The Last 
of Robin Hood” 
has not one clearly 
defined character or 
relationship. That’s a 
problem in any movie, 
but it’s especially 
troubling when chronicling a real-life union 
between a movie star in his late 40s and a 
15-year-old girl. 

I know perceptions about those things 
were different in the late 1950s, but still. 

If you don’t know anything about Errol 
Flynn, the Australian actor most remembered 
for starring in 1938’s “The Adventures of 
Robin Hood,” you still won’t after seeing “The 
Last of Robin Hood.” The movie focuses only 
on the final years of his life, when Errol (Kevin 
Kline, never disappearing into the role or 
deciding on an accent) spots aspiring actress 
Beverly Aadland (Dakota Fanning), sends for 
her and soon takes her virginity in a scene 
that can’t really be called consensual. Beverly’s 
upset about what happens. Then, suddenly

she’s un-traumatized and Errol’s in love, the 
movie never depicting why this supposed 
playboy has chosen this very young girl, who 
isn’t presented with much happening in the 
personality department. 

Periodically incompetent writers/directors 
Richard Glatzer and Wash Westmoreland 
switch to the end of 1959. Errol has passed 
away and Beverly’s mom Florence (Susan 
Sarandon), whom Errol played for a fool, is 
interviewed for a book. Why does this shadily 
take place without Beverly? Just like that, 
Florence goes from supportive, naive mother 
to deceiving opportunist while the movie fails 
to create much conflict. 

Passing references are made to rumors of 
the star’s lothario past, and there’s a sense 
Glatzer and Westmoreland want to separate 
tabloid headlines from reality That would be 
admirable. What’s not is a painful drama that 


seems like it’s obscuring the truth, winking 
at sleaze while presenting Flynn’s behavior as 
charming. The shamefully un-controversial 
movie ends by noting its subject was one of 
Hollywood’s most controversial figures. 

Meanwhile, Sarandon doesn’t come close 
to selling her character’s indifference to her 
husband’s warning: “Errol Flynn’s a walking 
penis.” Fanning’s only 20, but is far too old to 


pass for 15. “The Last of Robin Hood” marks 
her fourth bad movie in the last calendar year 
(“The Motel Life,” “Night Moves,” “Very 
Good Girls”), tying her with Saoirse Ronan’s 
achievement in 2013 (“Violet and Daisy” 
“Byzantium,” “The Host,” “How I Live 
Now”). Then Ronan came back with the great 
“The Grand Budapest Hotel.” Ms. Fanning,
